Employee 2020-2021 Health Benefits (Terry Fairley)

Paul Conroy, ARC Benefit Solutions has received the FormFire questionnaire from all Village employees. The underwriters
review the questionnaires and will submit competitive rates for insurance. Paul anticipates these rates becoming available any
day now. The current provider is Medical Mutual — a proposal from Anthem has been received. The renewal date is January
